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EDITORIAL. 


In many respects this is the most important number 
of the year, owing to the fact that these pages include 
the Annual Report with its various appendices. These 
we urge upon the attention of our readers as they con- 
tain not only the opinion of the Council formed with deliberate 
care upon the work we, as an Association, are pledged to do, 
but also the means whereby our members may judge whether or 
not those aims are being accomplished. An Association such as 
ours stands for the collective mind of the junior members of the 
profession ; it has an individuality and a psychology of its own; 
and it behoves every member to see that it only expresses the 
best aims, or at any rate those aims which are most in con- 
sonance with his or her ideals of the profession. The individual 
members are responsible for the work of the Association, and 
it is not too much to ask them to keep in close touch with all the 
doings of their Council; it is only dull lack of interest that 
such a body as ours has to fear. The Annual Election is the 
special opportunity for the expression of the general opinion of 
the members. For example, the Council is guided to some 
extent in its choice of leaders by the position in which the voters 
place them upon the election list. It is therefore necessary that 
every member should record his votes. Last year we had the 
largest poll on record, but even then one-third of the members 
abstained from voting. This may have been inadvertence— 
to use the phrase which is made to cover such conditions—but 
the honest thinker will rather call it inexcusable carelessness. 

This number carries with it as an inset the Pro- 
gramme of the arrangements for the Annual Meeting, which 
we have received by the courtesy of the Croydon Libraries Staff 
Guild. The arrangements are, we think, prophetic of a very 
successful gathering. The Guild has thrown itself with great 
enthusiasm into the task of providing a welcome for its pro- 
fessional friends, and we trust that a large attendance will be 
the response. It will be seen that members of the Guild are at 
the disposal of members who would care to spend the whole day 
in the Croydon district ; and we confidently recommend as many 
as can to take advantage of the opportunity. Some of the 
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loveliest scenery in Surrey is within walking distance of the 
Library, and it will be in full beauty at the date of the Meeting. 
As we are to have papers from two of our best known provincial 
members, as a new Council comes into office, and as a new 
President and other officers are to be installed, there should be 
a great deal to interest our members. It is hoped, too, that 
the Croydon Central Library itself will not be without interest; 
and the exhibition of methods prepared by the Guild will be 
something unique, and in itself worth visiting Croydon 
to see. The President, Mr. W. Benson Thorne, 
signs the Annual Report at the conclusion of three years of 
office. We should like to emphasize the words of the Council 
as to the great tact and ability that enthusiastic officer has 
thrown into the office he has held so long and well. For three 
years past at least, Mr. Thorne has been absent only once from 
the meetings, public or private, of the Association, a record 
that it would be hard to parallel. We hope the time will come 
when some fitting recognition of his services may be made.

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PROCEEDINGS. 
APRIL GENERAL MEETING. 
The April General Meeting was held by kind invitation of 
the Libraries Committee and Chief Librarian at the Lewisham 
Central Public Library on Wednesday, 19th April, at 7.30 
o’clock p.m. Before the Meeting commenced, the members 5 
were entertained to tea by the hospitality of the Chairman of 
the Lewisham Libraries Committee (the Rev. C. C. Philpott, 
B.A.), and after tea an interesting inspection of the Library 
was made. Unfortunately, the Chief Librarian was away on 


account of illness. THE PRESIDENT 
(Mr. W. Benson Thorne) presided over the Meeting, 
and the attendance numbered about fifty. In introducing 


the speaker, the President said that Mr. Hawkes showed an 
exemplary spirit in coming up to read his paper, and hoped his 


example would be widely followed. He then called upon 
Mr. A. J. Hawkes, Chief Assistant of the Bournemouth Publi 
Libraries, to read his paper. Mr. Hawkes

then read a paper on ‘“‘ The Function of the Central Library 
and the Problem of Branches,’’ which we hope to publish later. 
In opening the discussion, Mr. A. E. Hatton 
(Lewisham) objected to the exclusion of fiction from the depéts 
as proposed by Mr. Hawkes; fiction would be attractive, and 
perhaps lead to better things. He thought the large size of the r 
union catalogue might be obviated by a catalogue at each of 
the Branches of all the books in the library system. He did 
not think branch libraries aspired to be British Museums, and 
thought a library with 10,000 volumes could be up-to-date and 
complete if judicious weeding-out occurred. 
Mr. J. D. Stewart (Islington) said the authority quoted 
by Mr. Hawkes gave one branch to every 30,000 of 
population merely as a suggestive average; one branch 
in 80,000 might be sufficient in thickly populated areas 
Most of the places indicated were not branches at all, but mere 
deposit collections of books with a reading room attached. 
Mr. J. D. Younc (Greenwich) thought the 
question of providing elementary rather than advanced books a 
debateable one. It was probable that the one expert in geology 
was of more value to the community than the hundreds of casual 
readers who had an inefficient smattering; consequently he | 
thought the advanced book should predominate. He favoured 
thoroughly equipped branches rather than deposit collections. 
Miss O. E. CrarkeE (Islington) thought the 
secret of successful branch administration lay in the recognition 
of the fact that the whole of the libraries were a unit. She 
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deprecated also the exclusion of pure literature; this developed 
the spiritual and mental life of man, while the literature of 
knowledge only added to his physical well-being. 
Mr. J. F. Hoce (Battersea) was surprised by the allocation of 
the rate advocated by Mr. Hawkes. It often happened that the 
most thickly populated district was the poorest, and yielded the 
least revenue; but this district should have the largest library, 
and 3/5ths of its contribution to the rate would not be sufficient. 
Mr. Hucu Smiru (Bishopsgate) also spoke. 
Tue Honorary Secretary (Mr. Berwick Sayers) in moving a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Hawkes, said it was a great pleasure to 
him to hear an old colleague of his who had come all the way 
from Bournemouth to read the paper. The paper was not 
original in subject, but it was new in its treatment, and was 
most irritating and stimulating. The central library should be 
complete—capable of answering any reasonable demand—before 
branches were attempted. Branches should not have reference 
works beyond those of the directory and the year-book type. 
He thought also that the stock at each should be differentiated, 
and tickets should be inter-changeable throughout the system 
and that it should be possible for any book, providing it was 
on the shelves, to be obtained at any branch within twenty-four 
hours. He thought the administration should be centralized, 
to secure uniformity and the economy resulting from an avoid- 
ance of duplicated work. Mr. H. V. Hopwoop 
(Patent Office Library) seconded the vote. He thought the 
advantages of centralization were obvious, and that branches 
were primarily to save traffic; where a book was most in 
demand, there it ought to be. THE PRESIDENT, 
in summing up the discussion, said the much-abused phrase, 
“local conditions ’’ was really the only one to be used in the 
circumstances. In provincial towns the value of a complete 
central library was obvious; he was not sure of the necessity in 
London of a central library at all. The ward representation of 
to-day was responsible for many inequalities in branch adminis- 
tration. The vote of thanks having been 
carried, Mr. Hawkes replied fittingly to the points raised. 
Votes of thanks to the Lewisham Library Authorities, to the 
Chairman of the Libraries Committee, and to Mr. Graham and 
his staff, which were suitably acknowledged by Mr. 
WuITELocKE, concluled a successful gathering.

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THE DISCUSSIONS AT THE MONTHLY MEETINGS. 
To the Editor of ‘‘ The Library Assistant.’’ 

Sir,—Those who have attended the monthly meetings throughout the 
present session must have noticed with regret the falling off in the attend- 
ances, and have considered how this could be remedied. Might I offer a 
suggestion? Probably one reason for the decrease is the fact that the 
majority of the members have not sufficient courage to join in the dis- 
cussions which are almost invariably confined to a few who have trained 
themselves in the art of impromptu speaking. I say this with due respect, 
for without them the meetings would be dreary indeed. Nevertheless, the 
fact remains that this does happen and one knows just what arguments each 
member will use and in what manner he will voice them. This limitation 
does not arise because the few wish to monopolize the discussion, but because 
the other members simply cannot grasp the contents of the paper as it is 
read, nor can they marshal their thoughts so as to enable them to emphasise 
the points they might desire to make. As the average library assistant has 
not time to attend elocution classes, would it not be possible for the papers 
to be circulated some days before the meeting amongst miembers who are 
likely to attend? This would give them an opportunity of making some 
preparation for the discussion. This course is successfully adopted by other 
professional bodies, and, in the case of one Institute, saved the situation 
in similar circumstances. I am fully aware that there are several pertinent 
objections to the above course, but I venture to think the experiment one 
worthy of a trial.—Otive E. CLarKE.

FOURTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Council herewith submits to the Members its Report 
on the work of the Fourteenth Session of the Association. 
Although the Council can point to no special outstanding 
achievement as signalising the work of the Session, the period 
under review has been marked by steady, continuous progress 
and by a growing recognition on the part of the Profession and 
the public of the utility of the work. The Membership of the 
Association now totals 446; as compared with last Session this 
represents an increase of 29. The Council is unable to report 
the large increase that was a special feature of the two pre- 
vious Reports. Former years were made memorable by the 
establishment of excellent and enthusiastic Branches, and so 
the Membership was rapidly swelled in a proportion that it is 
clear, unfortunately, cannot often be repeated. The Council 
has watched with interest the establishment of the Libraries 
Staff Guild at Glasgow, and a Liverpool and District Library 
Assistants’ Association. It is understood that both these bodies 
will later consider the advisability of affiliation with the National 
Association, and it is hoped that the decision will be made in 
favour of such a course. 


The Council. 


The Council came into office under the new constitution at 
the last Annual Meeting. It has met eleven times during the 
year, and there have been numerous Committee Meetings. The 
attendances are recorded in Appendix II.; the attendances of 
Members more than twelve miles from London are not recorded. 
There have not been, fortunately, any resignations from the 
Council during the Session. As the new grade of Fellowship 
was only created at the last Annual Meeting, there has been 
no representation of that order on the Council yet: this will be 
effected, it is hoped, at the coming election. 


Current Questions. 


The principal question that has engaged the attention of 
the Council during the year has been that of professional regis- 
tration. While the Council has not been successful in moving 
the Library Association to adopt the principle of a register of 
qualifications irrespective of Membership of the Library Asso- 
ciation, it has had the satisfaction of knowing that its views 
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have been heard and considered and to some extent incorporated 
in the Report of the Council of the Library Association upon 
the question which is to be presented to the Annual Conference 
at Sheffield in September next. The Council of this Associa- 
tion had adopted, in default of a better, the qualification of a 
salary of £120 per annum and upwards as a basis for registra- 
tion; the Library Association refused to accept this on the 
ground it is understood, that there would be a danger of this 
sum being regarded later as an adequate salary for a qualified 
librarian. In connection with this Report the Council made a 
census of the more important libraries in the Kingdom in order 
to ascertain how many assistants are in receipt of salaries 
exceeding the sum of £120 per annum; these figures were pub- 
lished on page 338 of ‘‘ The Library Assistant,’’ and are in 
themselves an eloquent testimony to the need of this Association, 
if any such is necessary. 


The Library Association Diploma. 


The Diploma of the Library Association has been awarded 
to two Members of the Association in the persons of Messrs. 
Frank Dallimore and W. C. Berwick Sayers during the year, 
and the Council desires to express its hearty congratulations to 
these gentlemen, more especially as they are the first Members 
of the Association to attain the distinction. In this connection, 
it is proper to mention that the Library Association reduced its 
proposed fee of two guineas on the award of the Diploma to 
one guinea, as the result of a resolution emanating from the 
Library Assistants’ Association Council. 


The Session. 

The Session has been a very successful one in regard to 
the nature of the Meetings, the spirit pervading them, and the 
quality of the papers read. With one _ exception, the 
entire programme of the Session was carried out. The Thurs- 
day Meetings have been continued, but the Council is of opinion 
that the attendance at these is not what it should be, and that 
they should be better supported by those assistants at whose 
request they were inaugurated. This, however, may be a tem- 
porary symptom, and in fact, the ordinary Wednesday Meetings 
have not received the same support as in the previous Session, 
although the attendance has never been very low at any time. 
It is hoped that the incoming Council will make special efforts 
to increase the attendance at the monthly meetings, and to en- 
courage the younger members to participate more freely in the 
discussions. Thanks are due to all the ladies and gentlemen 
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who have contributed to the proceedings during the Session, 
and for their hospitality and welcome an expression of gratitude 
is offered to Messrs. Aldred, Boosé, Councillor A. S. Butler, 
Graham, Inkster, MacAlister, Alderman H. Keatley Moore, 
B.A., B.Mus., J.P., G. R. Parkin, C.M.G., M.A., Plant, Pacy, 
G. A. Palmer, B.A.; and also to the Board of Education, the 
Council of the Royal Colonial Institute, and the Public Library 
authorities of Battersea, Croydon, Hackney, Lewisham, Shore- 
ditch, and Westminster. The cordial co-operation of these 
gentlemen and the authorities they represent has alone made 
the success of the Council’s year of office possible. 


Officers. 


With this Report the President relinquishes the office he 
has now held for three years, two of which he held the position 
of Chairman with such success that he was unanimously elected 
the first President when that office was created. Mr. Thorne’s 
record for regularity and enthusiasm are unsurpassed, and the 
ability with which he has presided over many difficult Meetings 
has been most marked. Mr. Hugh Smith resigned the position 
of Editor in October last after three and a half years’ strenuous 
and capable service, and as a mark of appreciation of his 
efforts was unanimously elected Honorary Fellow. The 
editing of ‘‘ The Library Assistant ’’ has since been in the hands 
of the Honorary Secretary, who has contrived to fulfil the multi- 
farious duties of both offices with distinction. Mr. W. 
Geo. Chambers still holds, for the thirteenth year, his important 
office of Honorary Treasurer, to the great benefit of the Associa- 
tion. An acknowledgement of valuable services is due to the 
Honorary Assistant Secretary, Mr. H. Rutherford Purnell. 


Finance. 


The Balance Sheet, Appendix III., is not so satisfactory as 
the Council could wish. It is impossible to develop the work 
of the Association to any appreciable extent unless the Member- 
ship increases. There are many directions in which the Asso- 
ciaton could be made of greater advantage to assistants, but 
although the greatest economy is now exercised, it is impossible 
to spare any money for their pursuit; it behoves all, therefore, 
who have the cause of their profession at heart to use their 
influence wherever possible to secure new members. 
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** The Library Assistant.”’ 


It was found possible in January to increase the size of 
‘“The Library Assistant’? to twenty pages. In two years 
the journal has been increased by eight pages, and it is doubtful 
whether any professional society, with so small a subscription, 
has so large a magazine. An increase in the list of Annual 
Subscribers would be welcome, and here again is an oppor- 
tunity for those sufficiently enthusiastic and energetic to assist 
the financial side of the Council’s work. 


Branches. 

It is with especial pleasure that the Council records a year 
of excellent work in all the Branches of the Association. It has 
been a sign of good omen for the library movement that the 
provinces have thought it necessary to found such Branches, 
and it is equally gratifying to be able to record that the work 
of each has been consistently enthusiastic and successful. In 
each case the success has been in no small measure due to the 
capable officers who have been elected to the work, and it is 
sign of the times that practically all the best of the younger 
men are now actively connected with the Association. There 
are, however, still large districts where no association exists, 
or only a local one necessarily limited in influence, and the 
Council would be glad to hear of workers who would be willing 
to help forward the work of establishing Branches in these 
districts. Special mention should be made of the good work 
of Mr. D. W. Herdman, who until recently, was Chairman of 
the North-Eastern Branch, and Mr. Harry Farr, who was 
Chairman of the South Wales Branch. To their sympathy and 
active co-operation, the establishment of the two Branches was 
largely due. A feature of the year was the attendance of the 
Honorary Secretary as the Council’s delegate at the Inaugural 
Meeting of the North-Eastern Branch, and of the Vice-President 
at the Second Annual Meeting of the Yorkshire Branch. 






Social Events. 

An outing to Epping Forest, by invitation of Mr. G. E 
Roebuck, a cricket match, and a soirée-dansante, arranged by 
Mr. H. T. Coutts, constituted the social events of the year 
The annual dinner was allowed to lapse owing to a decline in 
interest and support; it may, however, be revived another year. 


Promotions. 


The congratulations of the Council are offered to the fol- 
lowing gentlemen who have received promotion in the year 
under review: Mr. Harry Farr, who has been appointed Chie! 
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Librarian of Cardiff; Mr. R. G. Williams, who has been ap- 
pointed Deputy Librarian of Cardiff; Mr. L. R. Haggerston, 
Chief Librarian, Norwich; Mr. J. Ormerod, Librarian of 
Gainsborough; Mr. W. E. Owen, Sub-Librarian of Coventry ; 
and Mr. P. Evans Lewin, Cataloguing Assistant, Public Library 
of South Australia. Several other Members have received pro- 
motion, and to these also the Council offers congratulations. 


Obituary. 


It is with regret that the Council records the deaths of two 
Honorary Fellows in the persons of Thomas Greenwood, the 
pioneer of public libraries, and Bertram L. Dyer a former 
Honorary Secretary and the first Editor of ‘‘ The Library 
Assistant,’ who was also a pioneer of no small influence. Ac- 
counts of their life-work appeared in ‘‘ The Library Assistant ”’ 
for December, 1908, and February, 1909, respectively. We 
also regret the loss of a promising young colleague in the 
recent death of W. T. Smith, of the Wimbledon Libraries.
